Madison, Wis., Sept. 26.—No evi- 
dence was found by the United States 
public health service that any-of the 
thirteen specimens of court-plaster ex- 
amined in the government laboratory 
was deliberately contaminated with 
tetanus germs. The report on this in- 
vestigation just issued bears out the 
Wisconsin findings on the specimens 
examined here. 
The government's specimens were 
obtained from drug stores and were 
in the original packages jnst as they 
go to the consumers. Two were found 
to be infected with tetanus bacilli. 
"So far as our work goes," says the 
report of the government bacteriolo- 
gists, "we do not have clear evidence 
that the court-plaster as it leaves the 
manufacturer carries the^organism ot 
tetanus; but we have proved that 
whn the plaster reaches the consumer 
this organism may be present." 
The public health service, comment- 
ing on these results, says: 
"'There is no ground for believing 
that the contamination (of the two 
infected plasters) was an intentional 
one 
Whether the contamination oc- 
currd during the process of manufac- 
ture through the use of infected in- 
redients or subsequently by careless 
kndlins remains to be determined by 
further tests. It was also found that 
court-plaster is not 'clean' in the sur- 
olThe Washington findings correspond 
in general with those announced last 
July by the Wisconsin state labora-< 
tory of hygiene, which examined a. 
dozen samples of plaster sent in by 
persons who bought them from itiner- 
ant venders. No disease-producing or- 
ganisms were revealed. 
Dr. W. .D. Stovall, director of the 
Wisconsin laboratory, discredited In a. 
puWic statement the idea of concert- 
ed plotting to produce disease through 
court-plaster, although admitting the 
possibility of tetanus bacilli existing 
in them. Inasmuch as probable acci- 
dental contamination was discovered 
in plasters obtained at drug stores, 
and that none was found in a dozen 
specimens bought from 
pecdlers in 
Wisconsin, officials here consider .the 
probability of intentional contamina- 
tion by enemy agents to be greatly 
lessened.

the present John Drew, and son of Mr.

Sidney's earthly ' career began m 
New York in 1864, and his education

sylvania. In 1882,

government is able to use in unlimited 
quantities in the manufacture of mu- 
tion. 
Researches last year 
by 
the 
Royal Society led to 
the 
discovery 
that horse chestnuts provide a satis- 
factory sulistitute for the grain used 
in certain processes of munition mak- 
ing. 
Every ton of h'orpe 
chestnuts 
harvested will save half a ton of grain 
for human consumption. Plans made 
by the school authorities indicate that 
more than 300,000 tons of these chest- 
nuts will be turned over to the 
gov- 
ernment by school children this fall. 
Tbe plans for the harvesting 
are 
under the supervision of local com- 
mittees. 
Groups of children 
gather 
the chestnuts systematically in 
bags, 
which will be taken to a central square 
and deposited in great heaps.
